cannot be expected, when it is conſidered, that we have no One here, as in our 
other Country, who make it @ Buſineſs to take Notes upon ſuch Occaſions ; or any 
bers, that we know of, who are ſo dexterous at Short-Hand, as to be ſufficiently 
Wal fed for ſuch a Purpoſe ; but be will be ſure to have all that could be collected from 
he Notes that were taken by the Court, and Gentlemen at the Bar; with all which 


he Compiler has been furniſhed. | 
Upon a Review of the Proceedings, in order for this Undertaking, the Bulk of them, 
hich was the Product of about Six Months Enquiry, ſeem'd ſomewhat diſcouraging : 
o doubt, they -might have been conratted, if this Work had been proceeded upon in 
the Method of an Hiſtorical Relation vnly, wherein the Compiler would baue been 
ore at Liberty to abſtract the ſeveral Originals; but it was concluded, a 
ournal would give more Sattsfattion, inaſmuch as in ſuch a kind of Proceſs, the 
Depeſitions and Examinations themſelves, which were the Ground-work of the Pro- 
coedings, would appear at large; which moſt probably would afford Convittion, to ſuch 
as have a Diſpoſition to be convinc'd, and have in Reality doubted, whether any par- 
ticular Conviets had Juſtice done them ar not, notwithſtanding they bad the 
tunity of ſeeing and hearing à great deal concerning them; and others, who had not 
ſucb Qpportunities, abo were prejudiced at a Diſtance in their Disfavour, by frivolous 
Reports, might the readier be undeceiv'd : For as the Proceedings are ſet forth in the 
Order of Time they were produced, the Reader will thereby be furniſhed with the moſt 
natural View of the Whole ; and be better enabled to conceive the Deſign and dangerous 
| Depth of this helliſh Project, as well as the Juſtice of the ſeveral Proſecutions, | 
Thus far, however, the Compiler . thinks proper to premiſe, that as he found it 
cenventent to divide the Originals into number'd Seftions, for the more ready Reference 
to the ſeveral Parts of them, as Occaſion ſhould effer ; he took the Liberty alſo of lopping 
off from them, what,'in print, be thought would be a ſuper fluous Formality, fuch as 
The Deponent further ſaith, and ſuch like, -which he thought would have been a 
reedleſs Drcumbrance to the Book, | 1 
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: The Parties accuſed of the - Conſpiracy were NUMEFOUS, and Buſineſs by "Dogon 
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multiplied ſo faſt upon the Grand Jury, which bore the Burthen of this Enquiry, hat 
there would have been an immediate Neceſſity for others to have lent a helping Hand 
in taking Examinations from the Beginning, if the Judges had not found it expedient 
| fo examine the" Perſons accuſed, upon their firſt taking into Cuſtody, whereby it ſeemed | 
| moſt likely the Truth would bolt out, before they had Time to cool, or Opportunity of 
| .diſcourfing in the Fail with their Confederates who were before committed. 


| The Examinations thus taken by the Judges, were ſoon after laid before the Grand 
Jury, who interrogated the Parties therefrom in ſuch manner, as generally produced 
from them the Subſtance of the ſame Matter, and often ſomething more, by which | 
Means there accrued no ſmall Advantage; for though where the laſt Examination 
brought to. light new Diſcovery, yet it will be ſeldom found, there is any Thing in 
ſuch further Examinations contradictory to the former, but generally a Confirmation 
of them ; and in ſuch Caſe, the ſetting forth the ſame-at large, may not be thought a 
uſeleſs Tautology ; not that this will happen often, and where it does, "twill be chiefy 
Faund in the Examinations and Confeſſions of Negroes, who, in ordinary Caſes, ar: 
ſeldom found 'to hold twice in the ſame Story; which, for its Rarety therefore, if it 
carried net uith it the additional Weight of the greater Appearance of Truth, may 
make this Particular 'the more excuſable; and further, this is a Diary of the Proceed. 
| ings, that is to be exhibited; therefore, in Conformity to that' Plan, Nothing ſhould 
| be omitted, "which may be of any Uſe. | 
| All proper Pretautions were taken by the Judges, that the Criminals ſhould be hept | 


ſeparate ; and they were ſo as much as the ſcanty Room in the Jail would admit of; | 
and new Appartments were accordingly fitted up far their Reception: But more 
-— particular Care was taken, that ſuch Negroes as had made Confeſſion and Diſcovery, | 
and were to be made Uſe of as Witneſſes, ſhould be kept a-part from the reſt, and as 
much from each other, as the Accommodations would allow of, in order to prevent Wer 
ö caballing together; and the Mitneſſes were always examined a-part from each other | 
ut, as well upon the Trials, as otherwiſe, and then generally confronted with the . 
Perſons they accuſed, who were uſually ſent for and taken into Cuſtody upon ſuch 
| Examinations, if they were to be met with ; which was the Means of bringing many , 
| .others to a Confeſſion, as well ſuch as were newly taken up, as thoſe who had long a 
ö before been commi ted, perhaps upon fighter Grounds, and had inſiſted upon their f 
| Tanocence ; for they had generally the Cunning not to 'own their Guilt, til they 
new their Accuſers : But notwithſtanding this was the ordinary Method taken, | 
oth by the Judges and Grand Jury, to ſend for the Parties as ſoon as impeached, 
»hich however might ſometimes through Hurry be omitted) yet ſeveral who happen'd

The Trouble of examint ng Criminals in general, may be eaſily gueſs d" at; but FR 
Fatigue in that of Negroes," is not 7 he cunceived, but by thoſe that have undergone 
the Drudgery : The Diffiewtty of bringing, and holding them to. the Truth, if by' 
Chance it ſtarts from them, is not to be ſurmounted but by the cloſeſt Attention; many 
of them have a great deal of Craft; their unintelligible Jargon flands them in great 
Stead, to conceal their Meaning; ſo that an Examiner muſt expect to entounter with 
much Perplexity ; grope through a Maze of Obſcurity; be obliged to lay bold of broken \ 
Hints, lay them carefully together, and thoroughly weigh and compare them with each 
other, before he can be able to ſee the Light, or fix thoſe Creatures to any certain 


determinate Meaning, 


Though for the Reaſons before MO RN all the Trials could not be ſet forth at 
large; yet on the principal Trials, ſuch as, The Hughſons, Ury the Prieſt, Quack” 
and Cuffee, (the two firſt Negroes executed for the Conſpiracy) and that of the five 
Spaniſh Slaves, the Court and Gentlemen at the Bar, took Notes more largely; but 
as to the reſt, though there were here and there ſome Minutes taken, (which are alſo" 
ſet forth in their proper Places) yet they did not think them equally worth the Pains; 
therefore upon other Trials, the Paragraphs or Sections of the Depofitions of | Whites,-. 
and the Examinations and Confeſfions of Slaves, taken by the Judges, Grand Fury, or 
others, upon the Credit whereof ſuch Slaves were indicted, are referred to upon their 
reſpedtive Trials : Which Method, if any ſhould object to, as ſubjet# to Uncertainty, 
and jay, the Witneſſes might not declare exactiy the ſame Fas, and in the ſame Words, 
or the Subſtance of them, before the Court, as are contained in thoſe Depofitions, 


Examinations and Coufeſſions referred to; the Anſwer is, 


Firſt, *Tis moſt likely they did not, (nor could it be expected thin ſhould) deliver 
themſelves preciſely in the ſame Words : But Abſtratts were taken of thoſe Evidences, 
and Briefs prepared for the Council concern'd in each Trial, pointing out the ſeveral 
Articles affetting each Criminal; whereby the Council were readily led to aſe a Witneſs 


fuch Quo tir ons as would naturally draw out the Subſtance of the ſame Matter in Anſwer, 


if it were the Truth; and it was objerved by thoſe more immediately concerned in theſe 
Affairs, and whoſe Proving it was to give cloſe Attention to them, that the Witneſſes 
both Whites and Blacks, generally kept cloſe to the Text, and delivered in Gurt the 
Subſtance of the Evidence they had before given in their Depoſitions, Eau natiuns,

The Negroes catched at the Propoſal, and the Scheme 
was communicated by them to John Hughſon, who kept a 
Publick Houſe by the North River in this City, a Place 
where Numbers of Negroes uſed to reſort, and be entertained: 
privately (in Defiance of the Laws)'- at all Hours, as ap- 
peared afterwards, and will be ſhewn at large in the 
enſuing Sheets : Thither they uſed to bring ſuch Goods as 
they ſtole from their Maſters or others, and Hugh/or, his 
Wife and Family, received them: There they held a Con- 
ſultation with Hug hex and his Family, how they ſhould act 
in order to compaſs the Attainment of this Booty. 


The Boy (Vin) told them the Situation of the Hoaſe 
and Shop ; that the Front was towards Broad-Street ; that 
there was a Side Door out of the Shop into a little Lane, 
commonly called the Jews-Alley, and if they could contrive- 
an Errand thither to buy Rum, they might take an.

At Huge lodged one Margaret Sorubiero, alias 
Salingburgh, alias Kerry, — called Peggy, or the 
Newfrundland Iriſh Branty, a young Woman about One or 
Two and Twenty ; ſhe pretended to be married, but no 
Huſband appeared; ſhe was a Perſon of infamous Character, 
a notorious Proftitute, and alſo of the worſt Sort, a Pro- 
Kitute to Negroes ; ſhe was here lodged and ſupported by 
Cz/ar (Vaaxcts) befote mentioned, and took Share (in 
common with Hug b/en's Family) of the Spoils and Plunder, 
the Effects of Cæſar s Thefts, which he brought to Hugh- 
Jon's 3 and ſhe may be ſuppoſed to have been in moſt of 


thither he alſo. conveyed ſtolen Goods, and ſome Part of 


A Goods, of Which Jahn Ramme had his Choice, if 


what will appear hereafter againſt Ramme, and from his 


Intimacy with Hugh/en, his Merits may be concluded to 


full little ſhort of his Companions. 


Wich this Peggy, as ſhe will be hereafter commonly called, 
Cæſar uſed frequently to ſleep at Hugh/on's, with the 
Knowledge and Permiſſion of the Family; and Cæſar 
bargained with and paid Hug hen for her Board: She came 
there to lodge a fecond Time in the Fall, not long before 
Chrifimas, 1740, big with Child by Ce/ar, as was ſuppo- 
fed, and was brought to Bed there, not many Days before 
the Robbery at Hogg's, of a Babe largely partaking of a 
motley Complexion. 

Here is laid the Foundation of the Characters of Hugh- 
fon and his Family, Peggy and John Ramme: which will 
afford frequent Occaſion of enlarging upon: And from ſuch 
an hopeful Earneſt, the Reader may well expect a plentiful 


' Wilkn coming to Mrs. Hogg's on Sunday Morning, to 
viſit his Acquaintance as uſual ; ſhe complained to him,

Towards Noon, 2 Fire broke out in the Roof of Mes. 


Hikon's Houſe, at the Corner of the Buildings next the 
Fly -Market, adjoining on the Eall Side of Capt. Sarh's 


Houſe: It firſt broke out on that Side next Serhy's ; buy 
being timely diſcovered, was ſoon prevented doing much 
Miſchief, more than burning Part of the Shingles of the 

Roof. Upon View, it was plain, that the Fire muſt have 

been laid on the Wall-plate adjoining to the 

Shingle Roof; for a Hole bad been burnt deep in it, next 

that Part of the Roof where the Fire had taken hold of the 

Shingles ; and it was ſuſpected, that the Fire had been 

wrapt in a Bundle of Tow, for ſome was found near the 
Place: Thus the Fact was plain, but who did it, was 2 
Queſtion remained to be determined: But there was a Cry 
among the People, The Spanyhh Negroes z © The Span 
Negroes ; Take up the Spaniſh Negroes. - The Occaſion of 
this was the two Fires ( Thomas's and Hilton's) happening 
ſo cloſely together, only one Day intervening, on ench Ride 
of Capt. Sarh's Houſe ; and it being kο m that Sur 
had purchaſed a Spaniſh Negro, ſome Time before brought 

into ti. Port, among ſeveral others, ins ne taken by 

Capt. Lab; all which Negroes were condemned as Slaves 
in the Court of Admiralty, and ſold accordingly at Vendue ;- 
and that they afterwards pretending to have been Free- men 
in their own Country, to grumble' at their hard 
Uſage of being ſold. as Slaves: This probably gave Riſe 
to the Suſpicion, that this Negro, out of Revenge, had 
been the Inſtrument of theſe two Fires; and he behaving 
himſelf inſolently upon ſome People's aſking him Queſtions 
concerning them, which ſignified their Diſtruſt; it was 
told to a Magiſtrate who was near, and he order'd him to 

Goal, and alſo gave DireQion to the Conſtables to commid 
all the Reſt of that Cargo, in order for their ſafe Cuſtody: - 
and Examination. | 


In the Afternoon .the Magiſtrates met at the City-Hall, 
with Intent to examine them ; and while the Juſtices were 
proceeding to Examination, about Four o' Clock there Was 
another Alarm of Fire : Upon Enquiry, and looking out of. 
the Hall Windows, it was ſeen from thence, and found ta, 
be at Col. Philip/e's Storehouſe. Upon the View of it, 
there was a ſmall Streak of Fire running np the Shingles, 
like Wild-fire, from near the Bottom to the Top of the 
Roof, on the Side directly againfi the Wind as it then blew: 
It not being far from the Engines, they were inflantly 
brought to the Place; and the Fire, to one's great Surprize,. 
almoſt aſſoon extinguiſhed, This was the Middlemoſt of 
three large Storehouſes next each other in a Row, old. 
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ng the Shingles burn'd like Tinder. 
Theſe 8 2 were not inhabited, nor had they a 
Chimney in them, but were at a great Diſtance from any. 
The Fire upon Examination, muſt have begun within Side; 
For between the Side of thoſe Storehouſes, and the Houſes 
neareſt them, oppoſite to the Wind, there was a la 
Space of Garden Ground ; ſo that no Sparks from theſ 
Chimneys could have occaſion'd this Miſchief, had the 
Wind blown the' contrary Way ; but to diſcover by whom 
the Fire was put, was the Difficulty. © 


| While. the People were extinguiſhing the Fire at this 


Storehouſe, and had almoſt maſtered it, there was another 


Cry e Fire ; which diverted the People attending the 


| Storehouſe, to the new Alarm, very few remaining behind: 


But a Man who had been on the Top of the Houſe, 
afiſting in extinguiſhing the Fire, ſaw a Negro leap out at 
che End Window of one of them, from thence making 
ever ſeveral Garden-Fences in great Haſte ; which occa- 
fion'd him to cry out, A Negro, A Negro; and that was 
ſoon. improved into an Alarm, That the Negroes were 
riſing; The. Negro made very good Speed home to his 
Mager's ;-he was generally known ; and the Swiftneſs of 
Kis Flight occaſioned his being remark'd ; though ſcarce 
any knew the Reaſon, but a few which remained at the 
Storehouſe; why the Word was given, 4 Negro, A Negro: 
It was immediately changed into Cuff Philip/e, Cuff Philip/e 
The People ran to Mr. Philip/e's Houſe in of him ; 
he was got in at the Back-Door ; and being found, was 
dragged- out of the Houſe, and carried to-Goal, borne upon 
the People's Shoulders. - He was a Fellow of general ill 
Character ; his Maſter being a ſingle Man and little at 
home, Cuff had a great deal of idle Time, which, it 
ſeems, he employed to very ill Purpoſes, and had acquired 
a general bad Fame. 

Many People had ſuch terrible Apprehenfions upon this 
Occaſion, and indeed there was Cauſe ſufficient, that ſeveral 
Negroes (and many had been aſſiſting at the Fire at the 
Storehouſe, and many perhaps that only ſeemed to be (6) 
who were met in the Streets, after the Alarm of their 
riſing, were hurried away to Goal; and when they were 
there, they were continued ſome Time in Confinement 


| before the Magiſtrates could ſpare Time to examine into 


their ſeveral Caſes, how and for what they came there, 
many others firſt coming under Conſideration before them 


#gainſt whom there cemed to be more direct Caute of 
Suſpicion ; but in a ſew Days, thoſe againſt whom nothing 


in particular was alledged, were diſcharged. 


It was ſaid, there was like to have been another Fire 


this Day, though it has by ſome been ſuppoſed to have been 


an Accident: Ihe Cellar of a Baker near Cecen!jes Market 
was all of a Smother, and the Chips in a Blaze; but was 
ſoon ſuppreſſed. This alſo cccaſion'd ſome Alarm.

The latter was found at his Maſter's Houſe loading a Gun 
with two Bullets, which he had in his Hand ready to put 
in. Upon theſe and other preſumptive Circumſtances and 
Proofs, both Negroes were apprehended, and in a few Days 
tried, convicted, and burnt at a Stake: The former con- 
feſſed, he had ſet Fire to three of the Barns ; the latter 
would confeſs nothing; nor would either of them diſcover, that 
any others were concerned with them in this Villany.

DANIEL GAUTIER, Carpenter, ſaid, 
« 'That he was one of the firſt who went up to the Fort

* Roof was covered with Smoke, but none for a conſidera. 
« ble Diſtance from the End next the Chappel ; when he 
* came upon the Ramparts next the Chappel, he was 
*« aſking how it came, and was told it was occaſioned by 
« the Plummer's carrying his Fire-Pot into the Gutter, 
„Which he was mending between the Houſe and the 
« Chappel (as it was a Leaden Gutter which the Plummer

« againſt the Gutter, he went up, and looking in at the

« but there was no Fire within (he believes) Twenty Foot of 
e the End he looked in at; wherefore he was then of

Gentlemen, The Priſoners have been indu'ged with the 
me Kind of Trial as is due to Freemen, though they 
igt have been proceeded againſt in a more ſummary 
nd leſs favourable Way. The Negro Evidence, in the 
laner in which it has been produced, is warranted by 
ve Act of Aſſembly that has been read to you ; The

Law requires no Oath to be adminifiered to them; and 
« indeed it woald ſeem to be a Profanation of it, to ad- 
<*© miniſter it to a Heathen in the legal Form. You have 
** ſeen that the Court has put them under the moſt ſolemn 
“% Cantion, that their ſmall Knowledge of Religion can 
render them capable of. The Being and Perfections of 
dan ALMIGHTY, ALL-KNOW1RG and jusr G0, and 
© the Terrors of an eternal World, have been plairily laid 
before them, and ſtrongly preſſed upon them. Unleſs 
they were profeſied Chriſtians, and had taken upon them 
the Bonds and Obligations of that Religion, their Word 
wich the Cautions that have been uſed, I ſuppoſe will be 
thought by you, as ſatis ſactory as any Oath that could have 
been deviſed. But, Gentlemen, the Court has no Power to 
* adminiſter an Oath but in the common Form : And if 
** Pagan Negroes could not be received as Witneſſes againſt 
« each other, without. an Oath in legal Form; it is 
* eaſy to perceive, that the greateſt Villanies would often 
e paſs with. Impunity. „ 


Before I conclude,  T can't help obſerving to you, 
** Gentlemen, that by divers Parts of the Evidence, it appears 
that this horrid Scene of Iniguity has been chiefly con- 
** trived and promoted at Meetings of Negroes in great 
Numbers on Sundays, This inſtructive Circumſtance 
may teach U S- many Leſſons both of. Reproof and 
Caution; which I only hint at, and ſhall leave the 
Deduction of the Particulars to every one's Reflection. 


% Gentlemen, 


The monſtrous Ingratitude of this black Tribe, is what 
* exceedingly ravates their Guilt. Their Slavery” 
among us is generally ſoftned with great Indulgence, 
They live without Care; and are commonly better fed 
and cloathed, and put to leſs Labour, than the Poor of 
* moſt Chriſtian Countries, They are indeed Slaves, but 
under the Protection of the Law: None can hurt them 
with Impunity. They are really more happy in this 
Place, than in the Midſt of the continual Plunder, Cruelty 
and Rapine of their Native Countries: But Notwith- 
e ſtanding all the Kindneſs and Tenderneſs with which 
they have been treated amongſt us; yet this is the ſecond 
* Attempt of the ſame Kind, that this brutiſh-and bloody 
Species of Mankind have made within one Age. (4J 
That Juſtice that was provoked by former Fires and the 
innocent Blood that was ſpilt in your Streets, ſhould have 


been a perpetual Terror to the Negroes that ſurvived the 


« Vengeance of that Day, and ſhould have been a Warning

which the People were very impatient to have done, their 
Reſentments being raiſed to the utmoſt Pitch againſt them, 
and no Wonder. The Criminals ſhew'd great Terror in 
their Countenances, and looked as if they would gladly have 
diſcovered all they knew of this accur/ed Scheme, could they 
have had any Encouragement to hope for a Reprieve. But 
as the Caſe was, they might flatter themſelves with Hopes ; 
They bcth ſeemed inclinable to make ſome Confeſſion ; the 
only Difficulty between them at laſt being, <ubo Gould ea 

fn. Mr. Moore, the Deputy Secretary, undertook fingly 
to examine them both, endeavouring to perſuade them te 
confeſs their Guilt, and all they knew of the Matter, with- 
out Effect; till at length Mr. Rogſevell came up to him, 
and {aid he would undertake Qvact, wkilſt Mr. Moore exa- 
mined Cwfee ; but before they could proceed to the Purpoſe, 
each of them was obliged to flatter his reſpective Criminal 
that his Fellow-Sufferer had begun; which Stratagem pro- 
vailed : Mr. Roo/eve/t ſtuck to Quack altogether, and Mr.

HTS Evening Capt. Fack (ComrorT*s Negro) con- 
demned, amongſt others, to be executed To-morrow 
ernoon, had cauled to be ſignified to the Judges, 
t if his Life might be ſpared, he would diſcover all that 
knew of the Conſpiracy : From the-Courſe of the Evi- 
ce there was Reaſon to conclude, that he had been a 
ſt truſty and diligent Agent for Hug hen; he lived very 
ar him ; and his Maſter was frequently abſent from home 
Days and Weeks together, which left him too much at 
Peer; and there was a Well in his Yard whereto many 
egroes reſorted every Day, Morning and Afternoon, to 
ch Tea Water: And Hugh/on, no doubt, thought he 
q carried a great Point when he had ſeduced Capt. Jack 
his infamous Schemes ; for this gave him the greateſt 
pportunities of corrupting his fellow Slaves; and Jaci 
is a Crafty, ſubtle Fellow, very well qualified for ſuch an 
terprize, and might be captivated with the fine Promiſes 
wd Hopes given him of being not only a Free, but a great 
Yan; a Commander in this Band of Fools ; of whom the 
eateſt Knaves perhaps (like Fools too) projedted to make a 
rey in the End : It was therefore thought proper, as this 
yſtery of Iniquity was yet but beginning to be unfolded, 
ar to accept Fachs Offer as to reſpite his Execution, 
as found how well he would deſerve further Favour. 
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Jack was examined before the Judges this Afternoon; 
and was under Examination the next Day, when his fellow 
Criminals were carrying from the City Hall. to their Exe- 
cution : He was adviſed not to flatter himſelf with the 
Hopes of Life, without he would do the utmoſt in his Power 
to deſerve it: and that would be by telling freely all that 
he knew of the Matter, and diſcovering all the Parties con- 
cerned to the beſt of his Knowledge : He was told we were 
already let fo far into this Secret, as to Perſons and Things, 
as to be able to give a good Gueſs, whether he ſpoke 
the Truth; and he would but deceive himſelf in the End 
if he told Falſhoods.

This Negro, Adam, was very willing to lay hold of the 
Benefit of the Proclamation beforementioned, but would 
intitle himſelf to it by ſaying as little as poſſible to enlarge 
the Diſcovery of the Confederates in this dark Scheme: 
He was under Examination ſeveral Hours, ſeveral Days - 
running; the Information that he gave came from him 
ſlowly and by piece-meals, which was very tireſome ; and | 
gave ſo much Trouble, that he was ſeveral Times remanded | 
to Jail, and told that what he ſaid would do him little 
Service; but as the Conflable was taking him away, he 
would beg to ſtay, and ſay he would tell of all he could 
recollect. While he was under Examination this Day, it 
was told before Alam, that the Chief Juſtice's Negro 
Othello was brought from Rhode and, and carrying to Jail, 
and hearing that, he immediately faid, Othello was con- 
cerned in tbr Pht ; as if naturally concluding that ſome 
Body elſe had impeached - him; for till this Accident, he 
had not-mentioned his Name. This Adam had a general 
Acquaintance among the Negroes, and idle Time enough 
for doing any Miſchief ; and *twas ſuppoſed, that he muſt + 
have known moſt of the Negroes concerned; though he 
mentioned very few but what we were apprized of before, 
and had already been either executed or apprehended. 


It was obſerved by ſeveral in Mr. Murray's Family, ſome 
Time before 47am's Commitment, that his Behaviour was 
ſuch as betokened ſtrong Symptoms of Guilt ; he appeared 
very uneaſy Thd diſturbed in his Mind; and much more ſo 
when Zack his Fellow-Servant, was taken up as one con- 
cerned in the Conſpiracy; for the next Morning he came 
ſeveral Times into the Clerk's Office, with a ſeeming Inten- 
tion to diſcloſe ſome Secret; the young Gentlemen at lat 
took Notice of it, and ſhutting the Door too, aſked him, 
Whether he knew any Thing of the Plot?

more added to the former, inſomuch that the Jail began 
to be ſo thronged, twas difficult to find Room tor them :

This Day Prince, Duane's; Tony, Latham's ; Cato, 
Shurmur's ; Harry, Kip's ; and York, Marſchalk's, Negroes, 
were executed at the Gallows, according to Sentence ; and 
the Body of Jer was afterwards hung in Chains, upon the 
{ame Gibbet with John Hug hon. 


Some few Days before this, the Town was amuſed with 
a Rumour, that Hugh/on was turned Negro, and Vaarck's 


Chains by Hugh/on (who was hung upon the Gibbet three 
Weeks before) ſo much of him as was viſible, viz. Face, 
Neck, Hands and Feet, were of a deep ſhining Black, 
rather blacker than the Negro placed by him, who was 
one of the darkeſt Hue of his Kind ; and the Hair of 
Huzh/on's Beard and Neck (his Head could not be ſeen, 
for he had a Cap on) was curling like the Wool of a 
Negro's Beard and Head ; and the Features of his Face 
were of the Symmetry of a Negro Beauty; the Noſe 
broad and flat, the Noſtrils open and extended, the Mouth 
wide, Lips full and thick, his Body, (which when living, 
was tall by the View upwards of fix Feet, but very meagre) 
ſwell'd to a Gigantick Size; and as to Cz/ar (who, tho 
executed for a Robbery, was alſo one of the Head Negro 
Conſpirators, had been hung up in Chains a Month before 
Huzh/on, and was alſo of the darkeſt Complexion) his Face 
vas at the ſame Time ſomewhat bleach'd or turned whitiſh ; 
nſomuch that it occaſion'd a Remark, That Hugh/on and 
be had changed Colours. The Beholders were amazed at 
theſe Appearances; the Report of them engaged the

ready to reſolve them into Miracles; however, others not 
ſo haſty, though ſurprized at«the Sights, were willing to 
account for them in a natural Way; ſo that they admi- 
niſtred Matter for much Speculation. 


The Sun at this Time had great Pewer, and the Seaſon 
as uſual very hot, that Hugh/on's Body drip'd and diſtill'd 
very much, as it needs muſt, from the great Fermentation 
and Abundance of Matter within him, as could not but be 
ſuppoſed at that Time, from the extraordinary Bulk of 
his Body; tho? conſidering the Force of the Sun, and the 
natural Meagreneſs of his Corps, one would have been apt 
to imagine, that long ere this, it would have been diſen- 
cumbered of all its Juices. At length, about ten Days or 
a Fortnight after Hugh/on's Mate, York, was hung by him, 
Hugh/on's Corps unable longer to contain its Load, burſt and 
diſcharged Pails full (4) of Blood and Corruption ; This was 
teſtified by thoſe who were near by, fiſhing upon the Beach 
when the Irruption happen'd, to whom the Stench of it 
was very offenſive, | 


Thoſe who were inclined to account in a natural Way,

obſerved it) did not believe, from the Care that had been ta- 
ken, he could have drank any ſtrong Liquor in Jail ; which 
was an additional Reaſon why they took ſo much Notice of it. 


Upon the Suppoſition that Hugh/on had taken Poiſon, it 
has been made a Queſtion, whether that might not have 
occaſioned the Swelling of his Corps to ſo amazing a Bulk ?

Portion to the Body ; this is ſubmitted to the Conſideration 
of the Curious and Connoiſſeurs in PH. 


As to the Change of Complexions in Hag hien and Cz/ar, 
ſome imputed it to the Influence of the Sun; but to that it 
was objeted, it would be ſtrange indeed, that the Sun 
Mould have two ſuch different Effects as to turn Hug Hen 
Ia White] black, and Cæſar [a Negro] whitiſh. 

As to Hugh/on's taking Poiſon, that by ſome was thought 
very improbable ; for, as tis ſaid, in the Account of his 
Behaviour at, and going to his Execution, his Actions were 
obſerved to be ſuch, as betokened his Expectation of being 


reſcued ; he held up his Hand as high as his Pinion would 


admit of, and ſeemed to beckon with his Finger, as one 
expecting Deliverance ; and if that was his Perſuaſion, he 
would not have taken Poiſon, which was certain Death; 
and beſides, if he had taken any, he would have taken a 
ſufficient Quantity, and Time enough, to have anſwered 
the Deſign of it, which muſt be ſuppoſed to be, to deſtroy 
himſelf to prevent his Execution. 


To this it was anſwered, that though he might be deter- 
mined to take Poiſon to deſtroy himſelf, and did take ſome, 
yet he might do it with,ſo much Reluctance, as not to take 
the Quantity preſcribed ſufficient to anſwer the End ; which 
tho' he might not be aware of, but expect certain Death 
from it, yet the nearer he approached thewGallows, the 
more his Thoughts might be confuſed, and Nature pre- 
vailed ; as long as there is Life, there is Hopes, and his 
Deliverance might be uppermoſt in his Mind ; he would 
willingly have avoided the Intamy of Hanging, and ſtand 
the Chance of faving his Life into the Bargain.

This Negro behaved upon this Occaſion with a great 
deal of Compoſure and Decency ; with an Air of Sincerity, 
which very much affected the Recorder: For from the 
Intimacy he had the Honour of with his Maſter, he had 
frequent Opportunities of ſeeing this Negro at his Houſe, 
and Oshello's Caſe, could not but move ſome Compaſſion ; 
but all Things conſidered, when calmly reflected upon, one 
could not yield entire Credit to his Proteſtations, more 
particularly as to the laſt Article: For Adam and he were 
well known to be familiar Acquaintances; and as they 
were both, by their own Confeſſions, feworn into this exe- 
erable Engagement, this diabolical Conſpiracy, it will 
ſcarce be believed but they knew each other were concer- 


ned; and not only fo, but muſt have had frequent Diſcourſe 


about it.

THE Characters of theſe two miſerable Wretches were 
Well known: They had more Senſe than the common 
' Rank of Negroes ; they had both, kind, indulgent Maſters ; 
they were two of the Head Negroes in Town; both Fel- 
lows of high Spirits; had both general Acquaintance, and 
great Influence amongſt the inferiour Sort of Negroes ; 
their Confeſſions were neither wo/untary nor free, but came 
from them very unwillingly, and after much Perſuafion ; 
nor could the Judges look upon them to be full; fo that 
theſe Criminals were deficient in all the Particulars required 
by the Proclamation, as Eſſentials in a Recommendation to 
Mercy : They indeed acknowledged their Guilt in gereral, 
by their Plea, and by their Confeſſions, in a few Par- 
ticulars, thinking thereby, as it miy well be inferred, to 
come off as cheap as they could; for, perhaps, they might 
fatter themſelves, that by Confefling what they did they 
fho'1id fave their Lives: What they did ſay was very ſpa- 
ring. and of litt le or no Siguificance, more eſpecially what 
came from 2uack; and there was great Reaſon to conjec- 
ture they both had it in their Power io make very conſider- 
able Diicoverics.

of them, wiz. 23d June, charged nothing more upon him. 
ſelf, than a bare Head Knowledge (to uſe a modern cart 
Word) that there was a Conipiracy on Foot, 7# buy 
Houſes, which he by Accident, as it ſhould ſeem, over. 
heard Negroes a Talking of; not that he was any way 
concerned, or had agreed to, and engaged in it: In the 
ſecond Confeſſion, 27th June, indeed he goes a Step farther, 
and ſays, ** That one Day he was at Hug h/or's, and Vaarck'y 
% Ceſar aſked him, if he would conclude along with them, 
« to ſet @ great many Houſes on Fire.” Quack readily (bu 
it may be obſerved by the Way, in ſuch a Manner, as if 
he was no ſuch Stranger to the villainous Enterprize) told 
him, ** He believed he wwould, but would confider of it, 
% and give him an Anſwer.” So that yet there was no 
Acknowledgment of 2uack's engaging himſelf, even in the 
Purpoſe of burning Houſes only; not the leaſt Hint that he 
ſo much as knew, or heard of any Deſign /o murder and 
deſtroy the People. ;

0:hellb had been waiting upon his Maſter in New- 
Frgland all this Summer, who left this Place ſoon after 
the Fire at the Fort, and had been attending at Providence, 
in Rhode-]ſ/and Government, upon his Majeſty's eſpecial 
Commiſſion : The Chief Juſtice it ſeems had many Times 
taken him to taſk there, after he was informed what 
hal been doing amongſt us, and well knowing the Nature 
and Diſpoſition of O:helh, he concluded if there was a Plot, 
he was very likely to have had a Hand in it; and he took a 
great deal of Pains with him, endeavouring to perſuade him 
toconfefs, if he was any ways engaged in it, or knew 
any Thing about it, aſſuring him at the ſame Time, that 
if ke was Guilty, and would embrace that Opportunity, 
by making an ingenuous Confeſſion, he would uſe his In- 
tereſt with the Governor to ſave his Life : But on the 
Contrary, that if he went to New-York, and was tried and 
convicted, he would leave him to Juſtice without Mercy:

F' Webb. I have known Mr. Ury fince November laſt, I 


was then at work at 7ohn Croker's at the Fighting Cocks, 
and hearing him reading Latin and Engliſh, and thinking he 
read well, enquired of Croker who he was? he told me he 
was @ Scboolmaſler lately come from Philadehbhia ; and 
from this I became acquainted with him, and I aſked him if 
he would teach a Child of mine; and he ſaid he would, if 
Craler would give him Liberty of coming to his Houſe ; 
which Croker agreed to; and I ſent my Child to him, and 


he taught him Latin; and after this I recommended him 


to Col. Beekman, to teach his Daughter to write and cypher ; 
and he and I growing more intimate, and I obſerving a 
poor and mean Appearance in his Habit, I thought his 
Pocket might be anſwerable to it ; and I gave him an 
Invitation to my Houſe, and told him he ſhould be welcome 
at my Table Noon and Night, at any time, when he ſaw 
Proper ; and he frequently came to my Houſe accordingly 
all theWinter after: That he uſed often to ſtay at my Houſe 
late in diſcourſing, ſometimes on one Subject, ſometimes on 
another; and has ſtaid there, now and then, till Eleven 
or Twelve o'Clock at Night, and I have often gone home 
with him to his Lodging at thoſe Hours. Mr. Ury told me 
he was a Non Juring Miniſter ; having aſked him, who 
ordained him, he anſwered me, the Senior Non Juror in 
England : I have heard him preach, and have heard him 
lay, ſuch a Day is my Sacrament Day, and he muſt be 
at Sacrament. 


Attorney General. Did he ſay he muſt take the Sacra- 
crament, or be at Sacrament, or adminiſter the Sacrament ? 


Mets. I cannot be ſure, but I remember he ſaid, it 
was his Sacrament Day.

Webb. I cannot be ſure, but I think I have heard him 
name both. 


Attorney General. Do you know any thing of his buying 
of Wafers, or going to a Confectioner's? 


Webb. He aſked me for a Confectioner's Shop, and I 
ſhewed him Mr. De Braſſe's, where he went along with 
me; and after he aſked for ſeveral ſorts of Sweet Meats, 


he aſked for Wafers; which being ſhewn to him, he aſked 


Mr. De Brac if he made Wafers for the Lutheran Minter, 
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and he was told he did, but I do not remember that he 
bought any of them : I have heard him pray and preach 
ſeveral times, but don't remember, That ever I heard hin 
pray for King Gonk, but in general Terms for the King, 
I am by Trade a Carpenter, and Cry applied to me to male 
him up ſomething in Hugh/on's Houſe, which I have hear;

« aſked me What School I had; and if I would incline to 
take a Partner, one very well verſed in the Exgliſb, Latin 
and Greet Tongues ? I anſwered him, what School I had 
* I could very well manage myſelf ; I had no Inclination 
* for a Partner at all: He ſaid he was a good ſober ſort of 
%a Man, and underſtood his Buſineſs very well, and if we 
* could agree, he did not doubt but it would do very well: 
I anſwered him, I inclined to be Maſter of my own School 
alone, though it was not fo large as if I had a Partner. 
He ſeeing I had no Inclination for him, did not tell me 
* who he was.

I became acquainted with him laſt Fall, and 
T agreed with him in December to teach my Children to 
write and read; That ſeveral Times in Converſation with 
bim, he talked in ſuch a Manner that J ſuſpected him to 
be a Popiſh Prieſt. He uſed very often to miſs coming to 
teach my Children at the School time, and made frivolous 
Excuſes ; and at laſt I was very angry with him and diſ- 
charged him: That in the Evenings be us'd very often 
to pretend that he muſt go to pray by a fick Perſon by the 
Englib Church, that belonged to his Society, or that he 
muſt go and pray with his Society zy the Engl Church : 
(x) Whereupon I once aſked him to let me go along with 
him ; but he refuſed me, and ſaid it was not proper for any 
one to go there, who were not of the Society; which occa- 
fioned a Jealouſy in me, and I had often a Mind to have 
dogged him, to have ſeen where he went, and do not know 
how it happened, but I never did. That one Day I met 
Campbell the Schoolmaſter in the Street, who ſaid to me, 
What do you think?

There having alſo been Reports about the fame Time, 
of ſeveral pretended Prophecies of Negroes, That Charles- 
Town in South- Carolina, and the City of New-York, were 
to be burnt down on the Twenty fifth of March next ; theſe 
Circumſtances conſidered, and added to what had been 
wrote by General Og /ethorpe, as before mentioned, That the 
declared Enemies had ſecretlh conſpired to burn down and 
deftroy all his Majefly's Magazines in North- America ; and 
conſidering what a Scene of monſtrous Iniquity had been 
diſcovered the laſt Summer, tending to this deteſtable Pur- 
poſe; there ſeemed to be too much Reaſon to ſuſpeR, that 
theſe Sort of Divinations were founded upon a Conſpiracy 
ſtill ſubſiſting, as well as in Part executed, both here and 
in South- Carolina. y 0 


The Lieutenant Govertor therefore thought it neceſlary 
to put the People upon their Guard, by writing circular 
Letters to the Magiſtrates of every City, Borough and 
County within this Government. os 


The following Letter was ſent directed to the Mayor, 
Recorder and Aldermen of this City. 


Gentlemen, '26th Janvary, 1742. 


« AFTER theprovidential Diſcovery of the late moſt 
6 execrable Conſpiracy, and the helliſh and barbarous

Letter was read; and the Recorder after obſerving upon,

ing Tavern-keepers and Innholders entertaining of Negroes 
at their Houſes, as a Crime.of moſt pernicious and dange- 
rous Tendency ; and having received Information con- 
cerning M------ and Whitfield, two Tayern keepers, that 
they were much ſuſpected of being guilty of that vile 
Practice (notwithſtanding the latter was convicted upon an 
Indictment found againſt him for the like Crime, and fined 
thereupon the laſt Summer) the Recorder gave them par- 
ticularly in Charge. | 5 


Hereupon the Grand Jury, as they were about to be 
diſcharged, reported, That they had enquired into the re- 
ſpective Neighbourhoods of thoſe two Perſons, and that 
they could get no ſufficient Information concerning this 
Matter whereon to found an Accuſation againſt them. 


But how well grounded the Lieutenant Governor's 
Apprehenſions were, concerning the Danger which ſtill 
threatned us from the Conſpirators remaining amongſt 
, may be conceived from what follows.

Shed adjoining to the Houfe where Waker 
Hyer lived, next the Fence of the Old Dutch Church- 
Yard: The Wind blowing very hard at N. and the Gutter 
lying N. and 8. ſome of the Coals were blown into the 
Street ; which were accidentally diſcerned by one Hendricks, 
a Carpenter, who was opening the Window-Shutters of a 
new Houſe he was about finiſhing, fronting the End of the 
Street, in order to go to work ; whereupon he immediately 
went to Hjer's Houſe, and called him out of Bed; and 
they found ſome live Coals in the Gutter. next the Shed 
towards the Church- Yard, and likewiſe a Brand's-End, or Wi 
the Bark of a Brand's-End, on the other Side of the Houſe Wi 
next Rat/cy's: The Mayor being-acquainted herewith, he Wi 
ſummoned the Magiſtrates to meet this Morning at the Wl 
City-Hall, to conſult what Steps to take, in order to diſ- 
cover the Incendiaries : And the Magiſtrates being accor- Wl 
dingly met, it was propoſed by one of them, as no particular 
Perſon was ſuſpected, that they ſhould all go end view the Wil 
Houle, and enquire what Negroes were in the Neighbour- W 
hood, and their Characters, whereby the moſt Suſpiciou Wi 
might be laid hold of and examined; 'twas thought Wt 
moſt likely, that by this Method the Truth might chance 
to bolt out: They went accordingly ; and it luckily haps 
pened, that the firſt Perſon's Negro enquired after, was the 
Widow Bradt's. She kept a Bake-houſe near by, —_— . 
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The Conſpirators at 


Yard ran along the Rear of Her's and Ratſey's Houſes, up 
tothe Church Yard Fence, where were an Heap of Oyſter 
chells ly ing ſo near Hyer's Gutter, that a middle-ſiz'd Man 
might eaſily ſtep up and put Fire in the Gutter, at the 
North End of it, and from the ſame Yard as eaſily throw 
a Brand's End on the other Side of the Houſe next Rat/ey's : 
Upon the Enquiry, it was ſaid that the Widow Bradt had 
only one Negro, a Sort of a femple . half-wwitted Bey; but 
however he was ordered. to be brought forth; and he ap- 
peared upon View to be a luſty well-ſet Fellow, of Man's 
Growth, and was afterwards judged (by thoſe that knew 
him beſt, and had breught®him into the Country) to be 
One or Two and Twenty Years old; his natural Counte- 
nance was none of the pleaſanteſt; but his Appearance upon 
this Occaſion . betokened Symptoms. of Guilt : It was 


thought that Baker's Servants, from the Nature of their

therefore, it ſeems to have been a principal Aim of the

that villainous Confederacy ; who alſo well knew of what 
Contequence it might be to their diabolical Scheme, to 


have that Place demoliſhed ; and, no Doubt, theſe Miſcreants 
were engaged, and accordingly endeavoured, to chear up 
their innocent Comrades, as well as their wicked Confede- 
rates, to ſuch a Pitch, under Colour of this national Feſtival, 
as might render the former «/c{/5, and the latter deſperate: 
For, as the Secrets of this infernal Confederacy were after 
wards unfolded, tis ſcarce to be doubted, that had the Fire 
at the Fort taken Effect on S:, Patrick's Night, there would 
then have been a General Inſurrection of the Negroes, and 
the Whites their Abettors ; and much more Miſchief done, 
probably many Perſons, nay Families, butchered, had not 
the Proyidence of GOD moſt remarkably interpoſed in 
our Favour, by preventing the Fire's taking Effe& that 
Night, as the Conſpirators purpoſed it ſhould. (g) But the 
Fire breaking out there the next Day about Noon, the 
Buildings in the Fort were all down to the Ground long 
before Night, which was the moſt ſuitable Seaſon for the 
Aſſaſſins to act their intended Tragedy; but, as W 
obſerved in the Introduction (5) a Company of the Militia” 
being under Arms in the Evening, and continuing ſo all Night, 
the Conſpirators Hearts failed them; and thus a Stop was 


happily put to their Career; and their wicked Machinations

Jury, to exert their Diligence in ſifting out her Meaning, 
and to prevail with her to diſcloſe the Secret ; which, after 
much Entreaty and Perſuaſion, they effected, tho at the 
ſame Time, the Girl diſburthen'd herſelf with apparent 
Dread and great Unwillingneſs, from the Apprehenſion of 
the Danger ſhe ſhould be in of being murdered by the Con-

VB! the Evidence of this Girl, it appears, that her Maſter 
Hughſon was a Principal, Engine, Agent and Inſtigatot of 
theſe Deeds of Darkneſs amongſt the Slaves here, ever ſince 
ſhe came into his Service ; and by the Evidence of others, 
Whites and Blacks, it alſo appears, that he having kept a 
publick Houſe for ſome Years, had long ſince made it a 
Practice to entertain Nuwbers of Negroes, often 20, 30, 
40 or 50 at a Time, and by Degrees deluded them to en- 
gage in the Conſpiracy, upon his Promiles, that they ſhould 
all be Freemen, and that other fine Things ſhould be done 
for them; that upon their conſenting, Hugh/ſer always 
bound them to their Engagements by horrible Oaths, not only 
to perform what they undertook to do, wiz. to burn and ma/- 
facre, but alſo to keep all ſecret, though they were to die for 
it ; that theſe Oaths were reiterated at all future Meetings 
in order to confirm them; and for their Encouragement, 
Hughſon often ſwore himſelf over again, and had ſworn his 
Wiſe and Daughter into the Confederacy alſo. That Hug h/or 
ptovided Arms and Gunpowder, further to convince theſe 
deluded Wretches, how much he was in earneſt ; but the 
Butchery to be executed by the Negroes after they had ſet 
Fire to their Maſters Houſes, was calculated to be done 
with Knives; for thoſe Weapons, it ſeems they judged, 
would make no Noiſe : This the whole Current of Negro 
Evidence agrees in, and 'tis corroborated by Whites. --- 
That a Knife deſigned for this Purpoſe was actually found 
in the Cheſt of one of the Negro Conſpirators, and anoſt 
- others of them were provided with Knives. 
That Hughſon employed ſome of the Head Negrocs as 
Agents under him, to decoy other Negroes, and their In- 
KruQtions were not to open the Conſpiracy to any but 759 
that were of their owa Country (as they are brought from 
different Parts of Africa, and might be ſuppos'd beſt to 
know the Temper and Diſpoſition of each other) and when 
| they brought a Convert to Hug Hen, or one like) y to become 
| ſuch, Hughjon always gave them Drams til they were 
ntcxicated, and then the Conſpiracy was propoſed to them; 
and ddey generally conſented without much Difficulty, upon 
his ſpecious Promiſes, and ſometimes upon the bare Propolal; 
bat if they were unwilling to engage, they were terrified by 
Threats of being murdered, til they complied ; then all 
ſuch were conſtantly Artern, invited to Hug au“ Feaſts, 
and theſe commiſſioned to ſeduce others, Many before 
they knew any Thing of the Secret, were invited to 
Hag Lhon's by himſelf or others: For, by Way of Intro- 
duction, as well as Confirmation, Hug hien, it ſeems, kept 
open Houſe for the Negroes, and entertained them at all

Compliments he artfully placed as he judg's moſt proper;

they were to bring all to him ; more eſpecially upon the

Gunpowder at a Time. It appears, that this helliſh Project

The White Conſpirators were ſworn by Ury the Prie?, n 
chief, and the Negroes ſometimes by Hugh/on, and ſometimes 
byUry in a Ring ſurrounded by them, and he, while theOath 
adminiftring, holding a Crucifix over their Heads. They 
were perſuaded that the French and Spaniards were ſoon to 
come and join them; and if they did not come in a fe 
Time, they were to begin and do all themſelves.

But however true theſe Matters have been found to be,

But for this Maſter-piece they muſt have very well 
known, they could entertain no Hopes of ſetting on foot 
any ſuch Conſpiracy amongſt us, from the utter Abhor- 
rence the Generality of People here have to their Principles 
and Practice. Our Slaves being numerous, from the 
Hopes of their Corruption only muſt they have flattered 
themſelves with a Proſpect of their Babel: 
thro* their great Artifice, Cunning and Induſtry, their 
Expectations had like to have been too ſucceſsfully anſwer'd, 
had not the Providence of God interpoſed, confounded 
their Devices, and brought them to Shame by a Detection, 
whereby many of their Confederates have been delivered 
into the Hands of Juſtice, and ſuffered their condign 
Puniſhments.

The Confeffions of Criminals of both Com plex ions, 
which were very many, agrecd, we ſee, minutely in the 
Circumſtances of this Conſpiracy, as well as the principal 
Things aimed at, the burning the Town, and aſſalſinating the 
Iihabitants, as obſerved before: It appears by the Evidence, 
that more Romiſs Prieſis than One had a Hand in it. Let 
us remember General Oglethorpe's Letter of Intelligence 
from Georgia, (e) that alſo of the News-Writers, that 
there were Defigns brooding in Europe, © to excite Revolte 
and Diſturbances in his Maj«fty's. Poſſeſſions in America.” (p) 
from whence it may be inferred, ſome Politicians had flat- 
tered themſelves, his Majeſty would have enough to do to 
divert his Attention from other Affairs: of Importance to 
his Majeſty's Dominions. Could theſe be Dreams, or is 
it more rational to conclude, from what has happen'd 
amongſt us, that they were founded on Realities? What 
have theſe Miſcreants to ſay then ? Why they will wipe 
their Mouths, and have Recourſe to their old trite Artifice, 
which they have always practiſed on ſuch like Occaſions, 
and clamour luGily with brazen Fronts, that there was no 
Plot at all, and the Witneſſes were all perjured } for that

The Girl doubtleſs muſt be under terrible A pprehenſions 
when her Life was thus endangered, both from Blacks and 
Whites, if ſhe made Diſcovery ; this muſt have been Matter 
of great Reſtraint to her, and, in her Hurry and Confuſion 
of Thought, might occafion her to utter that through 
Inadvertency, which upon calm Reflection ſhe became 
conſcious was wrong, though at the time, it might be an 
involuntary Suppreſſion only of Part of the Truth, ariſing 
from an Over-haftineſs in anſwering, and want of due Re- 
collection; which therefore perhaps, after making all can- 
did and ingenuous Allowances, will not be rigorouſiy 
conſtrued a wilfal and deliberate Falſhood. 
Her natural Volubility and Quickneſs of Tongue, bad 
ſhe not generally ſpoke the Truth, muſt unavoidably have 
betrayed her into many groG Miſtakes and Inconſiſtencies; 


but no ſuch, Thing but that before mentioned, have we 


obſerved in the Courſe of her Evidence, and her Examina- 
tions and Depoſitions were many, beſides her Teſtimony 
given at the ſeveral Trials; her Evidence as to theſe, has 
this Advantage, tis confirmed by the whole Current of the

As to ſuch other White Perſons as Burton did afterwards 
accuſe, againſt whom there appeared juſt or probable 
Grounds of Impeachment, wiz.

concerning the two former, her "Teſtimony affecting them 
was confirmed by many Negro Witneſſes ſeparately exami- 
ned, and far enough apart from each o:her, who not only 
agreed in the Particulars affecting them, but che moſt minute 
Circumſtances allo relating to the Conſpiracy : And though 
it may be objected, they were not Ig Witneſſes (and 
therefore had not been admitted to give Evidence on the 
Trial of any white Perſon) yet ſurely their Teſtimony thus

Thus far then we may venture to infer Burton's Teſtimony 
affecting the Perſons by her impeached (whoſe Guilt was 
manifeſted by circumſtantial and other dire& Evidence of 
Witneſſes, in Conjunction with, and Corroboration of hers, 
and by their own Confeſſions) was deſerving of entire Credit. 


We may have obſerved by the Courſe of the Proceedings,

Negroes, who were te marry the Gentlewomen, and Cæſar 
had got his white Governeſs already provided. If theſe 
Phantaſms and Deluſions could have Force ſufficient to en- 
fnare theſe ſimple Creatures (as we find they had) it matteted 
not how extravagant ſoever the Folly of the Means was 
which ſeduced them to theſe bloody Purpoſes, provided they 


ferved the Turn and Deſigns of our Enemies ; thereby

But it fo happened, That for ſome Time before this 
Grand Jury was diſcharged; there aroſe. great Clamour 
againſt Mary Burton; for ſo many Negroes being daily 
taken into Cuſtody (though not ſolely through her Evidence, 
but rather principally upon Diſcovery made by the Con- 
feſſions of their black Aſſociates already in Cuſtody,” and 


their Teſtimony corroborated with hers): ſome People 


began to be afraid of loſing their Slaves; for, as Matters 
were then like to turn out, there was no gueſſing where or 
when there would be an End'of Impeachments ; every-one 
kad Reaſon to fear their own Negro would be ſent for next; 
and indeed, all Things duly confidered, it was moſt pro- 
bable, there were but few'of them that were not in the 
Secret; and the Girl had declared, that there were many 
| Negroes concerned, whoſe Perſons ſhe could or might 
probably remember, . but many whoſe Names ſhe knew 


not; fo that it ſhould ſeem, at length ſome Maſters of

ſhe could not tell them any Thing there, e was afi aid of 
her Life, that they would kill ber: Whereupon they took 
her out of the Houle ; and when they had got a little Way 
from ther.ce, he put her Hand in her Pocket, and pulled 
out a Piece of Silver Money, which fie faid was Part of 
Hogg's Money which the Negro had given her; whete- 
upon they all went with her to Allerman Banker's ; and the 
Deponent informing him what ſhe had promiſed the laid 
Man, that is 10 ſay, to get her freed from her Maſter ; 
the Aldermaa ditected that ſhe ſhould that Night lodge 
with the Under-Sheriff at the City-Hall for Safety ; and 


the Deponent went with the ſaid Mary, and left her at

Then the Deponent let the ſaid Mary

nent then adviſed her to tell all that ſhe knew, ſay ing, it 
was Pity ſuch People ſhould go on in their Wickedneſs 
unpuniſhed. 

5. That ſome time after this, the ſaid Mary ſaid to the 
Deponent, that ſhe was better than ever her Mother was to 
her, that ſhe had relieved her from the Hands of her 
Enemies, by being the Means of taking her away from 


Hughſon's ; and that if ever it was in her Power, ſhe would 
reward her handſomely for it. 


6. That the ſaid Mary Burton further ſaid to this 
Deponent, that if they had not taken her, the ſaid Mary, 
from Hughſon's the Night that they did, ſhe verily believed 
they (meaning the Hugh/on;) would either have murdered 
her, or ſent her away in a Boat by the next Moruing.

1. That one Wilſn, a Boy belonging to the Flamberoug h 
Man-of-War, uſed to frequent her Houſe, upon Pretence 
of Acquaintance with two White Boys, Servants to two 
Gentlemen that lodged there. a 


2. That the Thurſday before the Robbery was commit- 
ted, the ſaid Filer came to her Houſe with a Man 
belonging to the aforeſaid Ship, in order to buy ſome 
checqued Linnen; and the Deponent ſhewed them into the 
Shop, where he (Nin) bought ſomething of her, and 
gave her a Spa niſh Nine-penny . Silver Piece in pay; and 
the Deponent unadviſedly opening her Deſk to weigh it, 


near her; the Deponent deſcribed ſome Snuff-Boxes and

ſhe pulled out a Drawer in View of the fad Wilks, 
wherein were a confiderable Number of Spaniſh Pieces of 
Eight; whereupon ſhe immediately recollected herſelf, and 
ſhut to the Drawer and Deſk again in Haſte, thinking ſhe 
had done imprudently in expoſing her Money to an idle 
Boy who uſed to be ſo often backwards and forwards at 
her Houſe, and thereupon made an Excuſe to ſend the 
Piece of Money aforeſaid out of the Houſe to be weighed. 
And on the Saturday Night following her Shop was robbed. 


3. That the Sunday Morning after, this Boy (WWilkn)

7. That the Boy Wilkn, uſed to be frequently in 
Company with him {Cz/ar) Cuffre (Philip/e's) and 
Prince ( Auboyneau's) Negroes, at Mr. Philip/e's Houle, 
and at Hug hſom' s; and that he (Wilſon) came to Hugh- 
ſon's, where were preſent Hughſon and his Family, Cæſar 
(himſelf ) Cuffce and Prince, and there he told them where 
they might have a good Booty, and deſcribed the Depo- 
nent's Houſe and Shop to them, and told them what 
Money he had ſeen in the Drawer, as aforeſaid, and ſaid, 
he believed there muſt -be more by ſeeing that in one 
Drawer: That Cæſar and he did not know where Mr.

10. That Cz/ar confeſſed to the Deponent, that when 
he came to Hugh/on's with the Things, the Family was all 
a-bed ; but that they had left open a Window, as was uſual, 
and he climed upon the Shed, and got into the Houſe, and 
went to Bed to Peggy, a.

THE Recorder having been informed by Mary Burton, 
that ſhe had ſeveral Times talked to the Wife of 
Daniel Maſters, Carman, concerning the Conſpiracy, and 
w hat ſhe had heard the Negroes and the Hughbjons often talk 
about it, whilſt ſhe lived at Hugh/or's, and this before the 
Fire at the Fort; he ſpoke to Daniel Maſters, and defired 
him to ſend his Wife to him, in order, as he told him, to 
enquire of her about it : Within three or four Days after- 
wards Suſannah Mallers came to the Recorder, (viz. this 
Morning) and he examined her upon the Matter, and took 
down what ſhe ſaid in the Form of a Depoſition, con- 
fiſting of Twelve Sections or Paragraphs, which ſhe ſigned 
and (ſwore to, after hearing the ſame diſtinctly read over: 
the Recorder being obliged to go out, and preſſed in Point 
of Time, he did not examine her ſo fully as otherwiſe he 
would have done ; but upon reading over the Depoſition in 
the Afternoon, ſeveral other Queſtions occurred to him, 
which he thought might be proper to interrogate her upon 3 
therefore he then ſent for her again, and ſhe came very 
readily, and freely anſwered the Queſtions propoſed to herz 
Notes were taken at large of the freſh Information ſhe 
gave; which ſhe was told were to be drawn out in proper 
order, and added to her Depoſition, and the Whole to be 
fair copied, ready to be read over to her the next Morn-

that he wanted to ſend the Boy out (the only Perſon in the 
Houſe beſides herſelf) in order to fetch him a Barber to 
ſhave him; but Mary ſaid ſhe was afraid he had ſome il! 
Defign, and would not let the Boy go; and at laſt, when 
Church was near out, the Negro went away, and People 
beginning to come into the Streets, the Negro took to his 
Heels and run away; and ſhe faid ſhe thought to have got 
ſomebody to have laid hold of him, but he made too much 
Haſte out of reach: That afterwards ſhe told her Fears 
and Apprehenſions to a Magiſtrate, and Care was taken to 
remove her from her Maſter Vi/or's ; and ſhe was then 
lodged again at the Under-Sheriff's at the City-Hall, 
where ſhe was to remain, and the Corporation purchaſed 
her Indentures of Wilen for that Purpoſe.

STR, 
HAVIN G been often interrogated concerning ſome 
Diſcourſe I had with the Negro Baſlian, concerning 
the Conſpiracy ; you were pleaſed to propoſe to me, that 
I ſhould recolle& myſelf as well as I could, and ſet down 
the Subſtance of it, by Way of Dialogue; which I have 
done, according to the beſt of my Remembrance, a

Being at New- London with my Sloop the Beginning of 
laſt September, Elias Rice Commander, having Hirten 
Negro Men and one Negro Woman on board, who were 
tranſported for having a Hand in the late Plot, and have 
ſince been delivered at H:/aniole ;. I about that Time 
received a Letter from my Wife at New-York, dated the 
31ſt Day of Augaſt, 1741. in which Letter ſhe informed 
me, that one Fo'n Ury had been executed the Saturday 
before, as one concerned in the Conſpiracy ; and that it 
was the Opinion of many People, that he was innocent of 
what had been alledged againſt him at Court: This Piece 
of News occaſioned me to go on Board, to try what I 
could learn from the Negroes ; and 1 was relating this 
Account of Ury to Captain Rice, in French, and Baſtian, 
one of the tranſported Negroes, who attended on Captarngy 
Rice, being near the Door of the Cabbin within hearing 
at my ſaying, @ great many People thought him innocent, . 
ſeemed to ſmile, and fpoke as if ſomewhat ſurprized

I innocent ! (ſays he) He was one of the Worfl of them 
all, Upon which I faid to him, Baſtian, you know all 
that was to have been done, and you mult tell me all that 
you know of the Matter ; and he anſwered, that if I 
would come on board in the Afternoon, he would relate to 
me all he knew concerning the Plot ; but was unwilling 
any of the Negroes ſhould hear him. I according to his 
Requeſt returned on Board in the Afternoon, and taking 
him privately into the Cabbin, I put the following Queſtions 
to him; which without Scruple he anſwered as I have 
here penned down, or to the ſame Effect. 


Note, That mof! of the Converſation was in French, Baſtian 
having been bred from a Bey in Mr. Fauconnier's 
Family, where they chiefly talked that Language. 


Dueftim. Baſtian, ſeeing you are now to be tranſported, 
and that it hath pleaſed the Governor to pardon you for a 
Crime, wherein many of your Aſſociated have ſuffered 
Death ; you need not fear any dangerous Conſequences by 
giving me an impartial Account of all you know con- 
cerning the Negro Plot; tell me all you know of that Affair 
from the Beginning to the End, without amuſing me with 
any Falſhoods ; and this you may depend upon, it will in a 
great Meaſure, obtain a Pardon likewiſe from God, for 
your many and deteſtable Sins. | 

Anfever. Sir, you may depend upon it, that I ſhall 
declare to you nothing but what I am very certain of.

2. Do you know any Whites that were concerned with 
you? Did you ever ſee any at Hugh/on's, at your Meetings ? 

A. I have ſeen Will Kane there very often, and two or 
three Soldiers whom I knew not, and another I, Man 
who was alſo a Stranger to me. 


2, Was that lit Man young or old? of what make 
was he ? and how did he employ his Time among you ? 

A. He was far from being a tall Man, but ſhort, very 
lean, and a pale Viſage ; nor was he old ; bis Place was at 
the upper End of the Table ; he often encouraged us to 
remain firm, like Men, in our Deſigns : He read and wrote 
a great deal.

A, We had Combuſtibles prepared by Docfer Harry, 
made up into Balls, which we were to ſet fire to, and throw 
them upon the Rocf of the Church, which flicking faſt 
would jet fire to the Shingles ; after which, guarding the 
Doors, we were to let none paſs, but deſtroy them all in 
the Church with our Fire-Arms; for we had a great 
Number of them at Hug Hſen's. 

A. Where did you uſe to keep your Arms at Hughſcn's ?
